President's Foreign Intelligence Advisory Board 


F or a ante time I have been cescsmed with the position of the 
Director of Central Intelligence and the Deputy Director aa member* of 
the Executive Department of the Government, la some respect* this is 
measured by the states of the positioaa under the Federal Executive Pay 
Act of 1956. As I have mentioned to you in the past, the Director of 
Central Intelligence under present regulation* fall* in category IV 
and the Deputy Director in category V* under the FEPA. Prior to the 
passage of this Act In 1956 these categories were known as Group VII 
and Group YJJ1. 

It is my belief that if the DC! is to discharge the responsibilities 
which your Committee has envisaged in its recommendations, it should 
be included in category 1 which now includes 10 Cabinet positions. 
Director of Office of Emergency Planning, 26 Ambassadors and 31 four* 
star Generals and Admiral*. 

The Deputy Director should la my opinion he included in 
category E which includes among others the Under Secretary of State, 
Deputy Secretary of Defense, tee Comptroller General, the Director of 
the Bureau of the Budget ami the Chairman or tee Administrator of 
principal agencies such as AID, KSA, AEC, FOA, and tee Commission 
on Civil Rights. 

1 intend to bring this matter to the attention el the President. 
Changes proposed could be accomplished by an amendment to the 
National Security Act of 1947 or be made part of the new Executive Pay 
Bill providing one is considered by tee Congress. 

1 am attaching lists showing the distribution of senior government 
employees by groups and categories and also the proposed amendment 
to the National Security Act of 1947.

Except as provided in paragraph (b)(2) of this section, the Director 
shall receive basic compensation at the rate of $25, 000 per annum and 
the Deputy Director shall have the rank of an Under Secretary and shall 
be compensated at a rate not to exceed the rate authorised by law for any 
Under Secretary of an Executive department. *
